Compass point nor,th. indeed! Why, 
as long ago as Columbus’ tim e it was 
discovered that the needle was will­ 
ful, and Am erica came near not being 
discovered for a century or two more 
in consequence. 
But it has rem ained 
for m odern m ariners to discover the 
true pranks of the m agnetic bit of 
steel. 
W hen they boxed the compass on 
the United States battleship Maine II. 
it was found that the supposedly tru st­ 
worthy needle pointed southeast. 
If 
the helm sm an had laid out a course 
for Greenland by that compass 
he 
m ight have brought up all standing on 
the Cape of Good Hope. 
The perversion of the m agnet was 
explained by the undue attraction of 
a couple of steel tu rrets and a 12-inch 
gun. 
I he m ariner thereupon made 
allowance for this untoward influence 
and sailed the seas with entire preci­ 
sion. 
The growth of the m erchant m arine 
on the great lakes, the introduction 
of steel hulls and the hugeness of 
such cargoes as are carried in ore, 
usually m agnetic, has disturbed the 
accuracy of the com passes on these 
inland w aters, hence the increasing 
num ber of bumps on the subaqueous 
landscape. 
A chart of the strandings for the 
last year has been forw arded from 
W ashington to the local hydrographic 
office. 
It shows that groundings occur 
m ost frequently in the straits, the 
narrow s where Lakes Superior, Michi­ 
gan and Huron grow neighborly. W hite 
Fish point, in Lake Superior, has wit­ 
nessed more than its share of stran d ­ 
ings a t that. 


The south end of L*ke Michigan 
has been rath er free from these un­ 
seem ly happenings, though one boat 
went hard aground in the north branch 
of the Chicago 
river 
and a couple 
touched bottom with more or less vio­ 
lence near Indiana harbor during the 
year. 


Tile -I ( instances noted by the gov­ 
ernm ent cartographers were all of a 
serious nature. 
Only tw'o sirandings 
were accompanied by loss of life, but 
all of them occasioned 
dam age 
of 
some m easure of costliness. 
Ignorance of the com pass is given 
as the direot cause of these difficul­ 
ties. 
It is pointed out that loss of 
life and money, not to m ention un- 
vvai ranted delays, would be saved year­ 
ly if the seam en knew of a few more 
of the fine points about the deviation 
of tile compass irom 
the

north. 


The Chicago hydrographic office now 
is given credit for doing more than 
any other for the training of seam en. 
Large num bers are given instruction 
every winter, and the office already 
has an enviable record for turning 
out com petent shipm asters.

Five 
years ago Miss Hunnicutt was playing 
basket-ball in an open field, at which 
time her hand was injured, but ihe 
presence of the ragweed was not dis- 
covered. 


Chicago.—Faith in the popular super- 


stition that the needle ot the compass 
points to the north was the cause of 
-217 unpremeditated 
encounters ' be- 


tween lake steamers and the lake bot- 
tom last year. 


Compass point n.p,r,th, indeed! Why, 


as long ago as Columbus' time it was 
discovered that the needle was will- 
ful, and America came near not being 
discovered for a century or two more 
in consequence. 
But it has remained 


lor modern mariners to discover the 
true pranks of the magnetic bit of 
steel. 


When they boxed the compass on 


the United States battleship Maine II. 
it was found that the supposedly trust- 
worthy needle pointed southeast. If 
the helmsman had laid.out a course 
for Greenland by that compass 
he 


might have brought up all standing on 
the Cape of Good Hope. 


The perversion of the magnet was 


explained by the undue attraction of 
a couple of steel turrets and a 12-inch 
gun. 
The mariner thereupon made 


allowance for this untoward influence 
and sailed the seas with entire preci 
sion. 


The growth of the merchant marine 


on the great lakes, the introduction 
of steel hulls and the hugeness of 
such cargoes as are carried in ore 
nsually^tnagnetic, has disturbed the 
accuracy" of the compasses on these 
inland waters, hence the increasing 
number of bumps on the subaqueous 
landscape. 


A chart of the strandings for the 


last year has been forwarded from 
Washington to the local hydrographic 
office. It shows that groundings occur 
most frequently in the straits, the 
narrows where Lakes Superior, Mlchi 
gan and Huron grow neighborly. White 
Fish point, in Lake Superior, has wit- 
nessed more than its share of strand- 
ings at. that. 


The south'- end of Lake Michigan 


has been rather free from these un- 
seemly happenings, though one boat 
went hard aground in the north branch 
of the Chicago river 
and a couple 


touched bottom with more or less vio- 
lence near Indiana harbor during the 
year. 


The 217 instances noted by the gov- 


ernment cartographers were all of a 
serious nature. 
Only two strandings 


were accompanied by loss of life, but 
all oE them occasioned 
damage 
of 


some measure of costliness. 


Ignorance of the compass is given 


as the direst cause ot these difficul- 
ties. It is pointed out that loss of 
life and money, not to mention vra- 
warrap.ted delays, would be'saved year- 
ly if the seamen knew of a few more 
of the fine points about the deviation 
of the compass from 
the 
magnetic 
north. 


The Chicago hydrographicoffice now 


is given credit for doing more than 
any other for the training of seamen. 
Large numbers are given instruction 
every winter, and the office already 
has an enviable record for turning, 
out competent shipmasters. 


Milk Town's Only Product. 


Spokane, Wash.—Fairbanks, Wash.,

Most 
of the guardians are ex-firemen. 1. The great iron railings that divide the 
roof of the bank into parts, each of which is guarded. 2, Two of the watch* 
men who are on guard day and night on the roof of the bank. 3. The watch* 
tower of the bank and the "staircases which give access to the different quar- 
ters of the roof.
